AN  ACRE  OP  CORN  planted  in  check  rows  with  a three 
foot,  six  inch  planter,  has  3,556  hills.  Now  if  only  one  stalk 
in  each  hill  produces  a ten  ounce  ear,  the  yield  per  acre  will 
be  about  thirty-two  bushels,  which  is  about  the  averag^e 
yield  in  the  corn  belt.  If  all  three  stalks  produced  a ten 
ounce  ear  the  yield  would  be  tripled. 

WE  DO  NOT  CLAIM  that  it  is  possible  to  make  every 
hill  produce  three  stalks  and  each  stalk  a good  ear,  but  by 
careful  breeding  and  selecting  it  is  possible  to  eliminate  al- 
most all  those  weak,  barren  stalks  and  have  a corn  that  will 
produce  an  ear  on  every  stalk  as  large  as  possible,  consider- 
ing the  care  and  management  used  in  growing  it  and  the  soil 
and  climatic  conditions.

It  is  a medium  early 
corn  maturing  in  from  95  to  110  days,  ow- 
ing to  the  season.  Stalks  are  of  medium 
size  and  height.  Tips  and  butts  are  well 
filled. 

It  is  a superior  corn  for  feeding,  as  the 
cob  is  so  small  that  it  dries  out  quickly  in 
the  fall  and  leaves  the  germ  perfect  and 
sweet.
